And then as a weary bo- 
dycafteraſorelabour,ſo I,ſomewhat in outward ſhew qualified, 
inthe payne ofmy ſorrowfull thoughts, and hauing incloyſtered 
and thut-vp the courſe of my diſtilling teares : whoſe drapshad 
watered my palecheckes , thorow amorous gricfe, deſired ſome 
needfull reſt, 

Atlength my moyſt eyes being cloſed within their bloud- 
ſhotten andreddiſhliddes, preſently betwixt a bitter life anda

ſomecruell beaſt ſhould come and deuoure me, orels vnawares 
to tumble downe into ſome deepepit or hollow place. 
Wherefore more trembling then inmuſtulent Autume be the 
yealow coulored leaue,hauing left their moiſture,being thorow- 
: lyeſearchedwiththe furious northwinde, I lifred vp my hart to 
God:itring as Achemenides being atraide ofthe horrible Cyclops 
rather to beilaineby the hands of Aexeas his enemie,rather then 
to ſuffer ſo odiousa death. 
And my deuoute prayer , ſincerely ynited toa contritehearf, 
owring out a fountaine of teares witha ſtedfaſt beliefe tobe de- 
fineredl found my ſelte ina ſhort ſpace gotten at libertie, like a 
new day crept.out of a darke and tempeſtuous night. My eyes 
before vſed to ſuch obumbrated darkenes , could {carſe abide to 
behould the light, therow watery ſadacs , Neuerthelefle glad [ 
was to ſee the light: asone ſet athibertie,that had beene chayned 
vpinadeepedungeon and obſcure darkeneſſe. Veryethirltie I 
was,my clothes torne,my face and hands ſcratched and netteled, 
and withall ſo extreamely ſet on heate, as the freſhayre ſeemed 
to doe me more hurt thengood , neither didit any waye caſe my 
body,defireus to keepe his new recouered ſcope and libert I 
And after that I hadalittle rowſed vp my mynde, and ſom- 
moned:tegether my ſences in ſome better ſort: I ſought ameanes 
roquench my inordinatethyr{t, procured and increaſedthrough 
innumerable fighes,andextreame Jabour ofbody . Thuscaſting 
my eyes witha dil:gentregarde aboutthe plaine , to finde ſome 
Fountaine whereat I mightrefreſhmy ſelfe: apleaſant ſpring or 
head of water, did offcrat ſelfe vnte me , witha great vayne boy- 
ling vp,about the whick did grewe diuers ſweet hearbes and wa- 
ter flowers,and from the ſame did flowea cleare and chryſtalline

In whoſe courſes the {tones hiftvp by nature, andtrunkes of 
trees denyedany longer by their roots to be vpholden,did cauſe 
a ſtopping hinderanceto their current and/whuzing fall, which 
ſtill augmented by other vadiſſonant torreats, from high and 
fertleſſemountainesinthe plainegſhewed a beaurifall brightnes 
and ſoft pafling courſe,to the which ſhort windedly comming,by 
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withadelcRable voyceand heaucnly conſent, Thus vainly run-

meanes of my fearefull flight. I did ſce alittle obſcurelight,tho» 
row the'tops of the high trees, ſomewhat deuiding themſeluey 
ouer the water,and with thereſt of their bodyes and branches,as 
it were ſeperating the heauens from my lifted yp eyes. A horrible

Andſuddainly hearing the fall of trees, through the force of a 
whyrle winde,& noiſe of the broken bowghes, with aredoubled

And at this inſtant thus terrifiedand afflyQed, and yet with- 
out any recciued hurt, being vpon my knees bowed downe, and

vnuſuallproportion,as is poſſible to bee imagined by no tounge 
ſufficiently to be commended. The ſweetnes whereofſo greatly 
delighted me,as thereby I was rauiſhed ofmy remembrance,and 
my vnderſtanding ſotakenfrom me,as Ilet Ztlany deſired water 
thorougththe looſned ioynts ofmy feeble hands.

And my grieued ſpirits 
ynabled long to ſupport the ſame, what with the feare that Thad 
bin in,what with extreame thirſt, what withlopg and wileſome 
traucll, and what with doubting the worſtthat might infue. T hus 
hote,faint, and dryc: knew not what to do butcuen toprocure

> © lyefertillandbeawtyfullto behould, beſydes that I greatly ſor- 

rowedfor the loſſcofthe fayer ryuer which Thad o greatly labo- 
red to finde out, and not ſo lightly and carcleſly to haue loſt the 
benifitthereof. In this ſort I was houlden in an iatrycateminde 
ofdoubts,atlength onercome withallkinde of greetes,my whole 
bodye trembling and languiſhinge yndera broade and mightye 
Okefall of Acornes, ſtanding 1n the middeſt of aſpatious and 
large green meadc,cxtending-forth his thicke and leauic armes 
to makeacoole thadowe,vnder whoſe bodye breathing Treſted 
my ſclfe vppon the deawye hearbes, and lying vppon my left 
fydeIdrewemy breath inthe freſhe ayre more'thortly:betwixt 
my drye and wrinckled lps , then the weary running heart, pin- 
chedinthe hauncheand (truck inthe breſt ,not able oy longer 


to beare vp his weighty head,orfuſtaine his body vypon his bow- | 
ing knees,but dying proſtrates himſelfe. And lying thus inſuch 


anagonie,T thought.yponthe ſtrifes of weake fortune, 'and the 
inchauntments of the malicious Cyrces,as ifT had by hir charmeg 
and ; mn "IG plaints, been bereaued ofmy ſences.

walking lolitarily betwixt the trees, growing diſtantly onefrom 
another, I perſwaded my ſelfe, that to this no earthly ſituation 
was comparable :in which thought I ſoddainely eſpied ypon my 
left han I ,an hungrie and carniuorous Woolfe , gaping vpon me 
with open mouthe. | 
At the ſight whereofimmediatly,my hayre ſtood right vp,and 
I would hauecryed out, but could not: and preſently the Woolfe 
ranneawaye:wherevponreturning tomy felfe, and caſting my

And there in this ſo noble apiece 
ot worke, I found a proportioned ſubſtance to euery ſhape and 
likeneſle that can be thought vpen and called to remembrance, 
partly decayed,and ſome [till whole remaining, withpillers ſinall 
ypon great,with their excellent heads ofan ex1& and moitper- 
fe cloſing,crowned battelments,em®olt caruings, bearing forth 
likeembrodetie,arched beames,mighticmettaline images,ouer- 
throwne and broken in ſunder,the troake of their exattand pers 
fe&t members,appearing hollow of bralle, Skyff:s,ſmall boates 
and veſle]s of Numidiar tone and Porphyr, and diuers couloured 
marble. Great lauers condites, and other infiaite fragments of 
notablewoorkmanſhip, far diitzrent and inferiour fromthat they 
were,in theirperfeCtion þut now brought back as it were to their 
ficſt vaſhapelines,being fallen and caſt dowae, ſome heere, ſome 
there, yponthe earth from the whichthey were takea. Among 
the brakenanddecayed places,wi:crof great ſundrie wall weeds 
and hearbes ,eſpecially thejvaihaking Anagyre, the Lentiſe of 
both kindes, beares foote,, dogges head, Gladengreene,ſpotted 
Juie, Centarie,and diuers (\uch like.

Then commung to the myddle fronture of the great and 
excellent woorke, I ſe one ſolelarge and maryuzylous porche H 
worthy of great eſtimation,proportionedaccording to the hyze 
quantitie of there|/t ofthe whole workywhich was plac d betwixt 
.and continued in buiiding from the one and the other of the 
mountaines hare lipped,and aboue arched,whoſe ſpace betwixt

"a being?16 length ſix furlongs , which in compaſle about euery ſide xquila-

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as Tdoeconiefure was in meaſurefixe furlongs, and twelue pa- 
ces. The top of which mountaines were perpendicularly equall 
eyther of them touching the aſſured skey . At the ſizht whereof [ 
wmagined with my ſelfe and deuiſed to thinke with what yron in- 
ftruments,with what labour of mens hands, and number of work= 
men, ſuch apiece of woorke could bce by great {trength framed, 
with much paine layde to2ether, and a long time in finiſhing, 
Therethen this woonderfull frame willingly as it were ioyned 
hands and vnited it ſelfe with the one and the other mightie 
mountaines,by meanes whereof, the forcſaid valley therehad an 
end,that no man could go further forward or backe againe, but to 
enter in by this broade,large,and wide open porche. | 
— Vponthis maffic frame and mightie woorkmanihip, which T 
take tobe inheigth from the roofe or top to the foote, five parts 
ofa furlong,was placeda high and woonderfull Pyramides after 
the faihion of a ſquare poynted Diamond, and ſuch incredible 
workemanſhip that could neuer be deuiſed and ereed, without 
ineſtimable charge,greathe]pe,and long time. So that I thought 
the excellencic thereof vnthought vpon , to bee amyrrour,the 
ſight whereof was able to dafell any humaine eyes , andquaile 
the reſt ofthe ſpirituall ſences, V V hat ſhall I ſay more ? for ſo far 
as thereache of my capacitic willafoorde meleaue, inthis ſort I 
brieſcly deſcribethe ſame, : 

Euery ſide or quarter of this foure ſquared frame , whereypon 
the foote of the Pyramides did ſtand , did extend themſelues in 


tered of like bredth,doothmultiplieto 24 turlongs. Then lifting 
vp the lynes onhigh from the foure corners , fo much as cuerye 
corner is diſtant in length from another,meeting inthe top,ſo as 
the Perpendicular line may fall wſt vponthe center of the Dya« 
gon, ſtretching from both corners of the plyats or ſquare foote, 
wſt and conueniently joyned together doe make a perfe&t pyra- 
midall figure, V V hichimmence and woonderfuil forme , witha 
maruelous and exquife Symmetrie and due proportion moun- 
tinz vp labourſomly toote by foote, conteyned 1410. degrees or 
ſteppes,taking away 10, degrecs to make vp the head and gracj- 
lamentof the Pyramides in whoſe place was ſet a huge Cube or 
foure ſquare ſtone of forme like a dye,{ound and firme ofamon- 
ſtrousthicknelſſe and incredible weight to bee carryed fo _ 
| p 


in 4 Dreame. Il 
And ofthe ſame ſtoneof Paros as werethe ſteps: which cube and-' 
ſquare {tone was the Baſis and foote ſet vnder the Obilisk, which 
I haue in hand to deſcribe. 

T lus mightie big ſtone ſharpe topt, ſliding downe the extream 
part from coruer to corner,flat fided by the Diameter , was fower 
paces,at cuery equall diſtant corner , whereof was the foote ofa 
harpic ofmoulten mettall,their ſteales and clawes armed, Firm- 
lye and ſtronglie {et in with led , in cuery corner of the Cube, or 
foure {quare head of the Pyramides , meeting together ouer the 
Diazonike line, Of proportioned thic knelle in heigth two paces. 
Which thus cloſing and mette together , made the ſoc ket ofthe 
great Obelisk: which Socket was beauttfied with leayes, fruites 
and flowers,of ſhining caſt mettaH, and of conuenient bigneſle, 
V Vherevpon the weightgfthe Obelisk was borne. The breadth 
whereof was two paces,and [eauenin hezgth, artificioully ſharp- 
ing of the {tone of Thebar called Pzrus, V pon the ſmooth plains 
whereot, pureand bright ſhiningas alooking glaſle , were moſte 
excellently cut Aegiptian Hycroglphs. | 

Vponthepointeof which Obelisk, with great arte and dili» 
gence,was faltned acopper baſe, in.the which alſo t here was 
turning deuiſc infixed: whervpon did ſtand the ſhape ofa beau- 
tifull mph framed ofthe aforeſayd matter, able tozamaze the 
continuall diligent behoulder, Ofſuch a proportion s the com« 
mon {tature might be conſidered and perfettiy ſeene, notwith- 
ſtanding: the exceeding heigththereot in the ayre , Beſides the 
greatnelle of thefigure or image:it was a woonderto thinke how 
{uch a weight ſhould bee carryed and fet in ſuchaplace and fo 
high, Couered with a habiteblowne abroad withthe winde , and 
ſhewing parte of the naked ſubſtance ofthe legges andthighes : 
with two wings growing out from the ſhoulder blades, and pred 
abroad as if ſheewerereadyetoflye, turning hir fayre face and 
ſweete regarding countenance towardes hir wings. The treſles of 
hir haire tying abroade the vpperpart or crowne naked and bare, 
Tn hir right hand ſhe held fromhir ſight a copie or horne ſtuft tull 
of many good things, ſtopped vp, and the mouth downewarde, 
hirleft hand faſtned and harde holden to hir naked breſt. This 
Image and ſtature was with cuery blaſt of wind turned,and moo- 
ued about with ſucha noyſeand.tinklingin the hollownes of the 
metaline deuiſe: as if themynte of the Queene of England had 
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being going there. And when the foote ofthephane or m__ in 
turning about, didruband grinde vpon the copper baſe, fixed 
vpon the pointe ofthe Qbeliske, it gaue ſucha ſound, as if the 
tower bell of Saint Tohns Colledge the fimous Vaiuerſitie of 
Cambridge had beene rung :or that in the pompeous Batches of 
the mightie Hadriar : or that inthe fift Pyramides ſtan ding-vp- 
on foure. This Obcliske in'my iudgementwas ſuch , as neyther 
that in the Vaticane in Alexandria or Bibilon, may bee equally 
compared ynto it,but rather eſteemed far inferiour. It coateined 
in it ſuchaheape of woonders,as I could not without great aſto- 
niſhmentleokevponit, As alſo conſider the hugenelle of the 
worke, the exceſſive ſumptuouſneſſe,the ſtraunze inuention, the 
rareperformance, and exquiſite dilizence of the woorkeman, 
widkeiar art inuented ? with what power, humaine force, and 


incredible meanes,enuying(ifI may ſpeake it)the workmanihip 
of the heauens, ſuch and ſo mightie weights ſhould be tranſpor- 
ted and carryed into the ſkyes * with what Cranes , winding 
beames, Trocles,round pullies, Capres bearing out deuices,an 

Potliplafies , and drawingframes , androped tryces, therein bee 


ing vaskilfull,L flip it ouer withfilence, 


Ana beere onthe ther ſide followeth the figure,

Let ys returne then to the huge Pyramides, ſtanding ypon a 
\ ſtrongand ſound plyanth or foure (quare foote , fourtcene paces 

Mt heigth, and in lengrh ſixe furlongs , which was the foundation 

and bottom of the weightiepyranudes, which I perſwaded my 

ſclfewas mot brought from any other place, but euen with plaine 
' labour and workemanſhip hewea out of the {elfe ſame moun- 

taines, and reduced to this figure and proportion in his owne 

proper place, ' 

Which great quadrant and ſquare woorke,ioyned not faſt to 
the collaterate and fidelyingrockes,but was betwixt ſpaced and 
ſeperated on eytherfidestenne paces. Vpon the right hand as 
I went of the aforeſaid plynthor.ſquare ſheame, there was moſt 
perfely carued the yyperous head of the fearefull Medsſa, ina 
moſt furious and rigorous forme to looke vpon, and as it were 
yelling out :with terrible eyes cauernate, and hollow skowling 
vnder ther ouerhanging browes witha wrympled and forrowed 
torchead and gaping wide open mouth, which being hollowed 
with adyrectwayefromthe Catill, and yppon by a medi- 
ane lyne perpendicular to the center of the far ſhewing Pyrami- 
des,madealargeenterance andcaming vntoit,atwhich opening 
* mouth, compaſſed with fowldedhaires of vnrepartablecuriout- 
-. nesartificiall cunning and AER yppe the aſſending 

the turning ſtayers ſhewed themfclues,and in ſtead oftrefles of 
haire platted with laces, I ſawfearefull yypers and winding ſer 
pents growingout from the ſcalpeof themenſtrous head confu- 
ſedly twyſting together and hiſſing, ſo liaely portrayed and ſec 
' foorth,that they made me afrayde to behould them. In their eyes 
were placed moſt ſhining ſtones, in ſuchſort,as1f Thad not beene 
PE and knowne that they were ſtones indeed, I durſt not 

aue drawne ncere them. . 

And the aforeſayde entrie cut out of the firme ſtone, led to 
theſcaleand compaſting paſſagein the center,with winding ſteps 
tending to the higheſt parte of the ſtately Pyramides, and ope- 
ning vponthe out fide of the catill or cube: vpon the which the 
ſhining obeliske was founded, Andamong thereſt of ſuch nota- 
blepartes thatT beheld, me thought that this deuiſe was woorth 
the noting , becauſethe artifitious and moſt cunning architet 
with'an exquiſite and perſpicuous inuention , had made to the 
ſlayrescertaine loopesor ſmall windowes,imbracing the bounty, 
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fall beames of the ſunne correſpandently on three parts, the lo. 
wer, the middle,and ſupreame: The lower takinglight fromthe 
higher , andthehigher from the catabaſle or lowerwith their op- 
olite reflexionsſhewing a marucllous faire light, they were fo 
firly diſpoſed by the calculate rule of the artificious Mathema- 
trician, to the Orientall Meridionall and Occidentallpartes of 
the ayre,that cucry houre of the day the ſunne ſhined in,and gaue 
light to the whole ſcale, the ſame loopes or windolets in diverſe 
places ſymmetrially and definitely diſperſed and ſer. | 
To the aforeſaid entrance thorow the open mouth of Hedwſa, 

I came by along gallorietoa ſalying ſcale or downe going ſtawe 


opening at the footand pauement of the building vpon my right 


hand againſt one of the collaterall and fide-lying._ mountaines, 
betwixt which there was out of the ſtone and open ſpace cut out 
of tenne paces vp, into the which Iaſcended — without x6» 
ſiſtance, and being come to thebeginning of the ſtairein thea- 
foreſaid mouth by innumerable ſteppes and degrees,not without 
great wearines and difineſſe of head, by often turningabour, I 
came toſo incredible a height, that my cies would nat ſuffer me 
to looke downe to the ground, inſomuch, that me thought that 
cuery thing below ypoathe plaine had loſt his ſhape, andſcemed 
vnperfeQ , In the opening and comming out of this circulate 
and turning aſſence many pillars of fuledand molten mettall 
were aptly diſpoſed and ſurely fixed: the inter-ſpace betwixt e= 
uery one andother one foote, and in height halfe apaſe, railed 
and jioynedtogither aboue witha battelled coronet alalong the 
ſaid pillar, an doftheſame metall compaſsing about the opening 
of the ſtaire, icſt that any comming foorth vnawares ſhould fall 
downe headlong , For the immeſurable height thereof woulde 
cauſe a giddines inthe head,and bringa ſtaggering to the feete : 
vpon the plaine ofthe obeliske therewas initxed a table of braſle 
faſtened and ſoldered in about the height ofa man, with an anci- 
entinſcriptionin Latine, Greeke, and Arabike, by thewhich I 
plainely vnderſtoode that the ſame was dedicated tothe Sunne, 
andthe meaſure ofthework wholy ſet downe and deſcribed, the 
name of the ArchiteRor noted on the obcliske in Greekletters, 
yvIxA ZOAIBIKOZ AIOSOAOMOZE QPOOZEN wE..

breath,ſi ingliewcll cut, with the quick motions and liuelie 
ilities of their Jargeand tall bodyes , vnpoſltble to berightlye 
eſcribed,the artificiall handling thereof, as it were enuying the 
woerkeof natureit ſclfe, asf theyr eyes and feete had mooued 
rogether,and coaſted from onepartto an other,withan expedite 
afſage and ſwift courſe, In ſuch ſorte ſeemed they vpon theyr 
ong andmightie horſles, ſome being caſt downe , other ſtum- 
Hling and falling : many wounded andhurt,yeelding vp their de= 
firedliues: ſometroden downe and miſchicued vnder the feete 
of the fierceand ynreſtrained horſſes. Other caſting off their ar« 
mour wraſtling and togging one with an other: ſome headlon 
with their hecles ——_——— and not{come to the wotnd 
from off their horſles. Other ſome lying ypon the carth,hould- 
ing vp theirſheildsand —_— offended with the one hand,and 
defended withthe other , y miththeirſhimitaries and curti« 
laxes, ſome with long fwordes two handed after the 'auncient 
Perfian manner, others withdiuers deadly{ and ſtrange faſhioned 
mortallweapons : ſome wearing habergions and helmets, with 
divers deuiſes ypon their creſts: others naked and ynarmed,lea- 
ping and ruſhing in among the thickeſt /thereby ſhewing theyr 
haughtie,inuincible, and yndaunted courages, reſolute for death. 
Somewith fearefull countenances crying out,other ſhewing ob< 
ſinate andfurious viſages, although they were aſ(ured to dye, 
ſtrongly abiding the proofe oftheir paine, andthecuttinginſnn- 
derof their fatal thread, others ſlaine before them , with diuers 
vncothe and ſtraunge warlike and deadly inſtruments. Shewing 
their ſtrong members,their felling muskels ſtanding out, offc-

& doubrful viRorie. The diſcharge ofmy vndertaken ditcripiion 
whercot,prooueth maymed andlarn*, by reaſonthat my vaciers 
ſtanding is wearie , my memorie contuled with varietic ,and my 
fight dimmed with continuall gafing, that my ſenſes will not a- 
ford merightly , and as their dewe , fitly to manifcſt part, much 
leſſeto deſcribe at largethe whole manner of their curious Ly- 
thoghphi. 

After this I became to caſt with my ſelfe , what ſhould moaoue 
and caufe ſuchapride & burning defirejin any man,to fetch from 
far, andgather together ſo mightie ſtones with fo great trauell: 
With what carriage , who were the conueyers and porters , with 
what manner ofwheeles,and rowling deuiſes, 3nd vpholding ſu 
pony ſo greatlargeand innumerable a ſort of ſtones ſhouldbe 

roughtthither, and of what mattertheyr cement that ioyned 
and held themtogether,was made the heygth ofthe Obelisk and 
ſtatelineſſceofthe Pyramides,cxceeding theimagined concett of 
Dimocrates propoſed to Alexander the great,abouta worke to be 
performed vponthe hill 4hos.For the ſtrangenes of the Egiptie 
an building mught giueplaceto this. The famous laboriath were

Finding my ſclte ynarmed, voyde ofall helpe,in this mortall 
daunger, and miſerable perplexitie , although that death is natu- 
rally bytterand hated, yet notwithſtanaing at that tune, I did 
gratiouſlie eltceme of it , which mee-thought I could ſuffer wil- 
linglye, but that will was inſufficient : hope ſtill looking , and 
perſwading mee of an vncertaine, fcaretull , and vnquyet 
lyte.

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flethis appointed to bee a foode for ſo fowlea beaſt, What furie? 


what crueltie? what miſeric more monſtrous can amortall crea» 
ture ſuffer. That ſweete and pleaſant light ſhould bee reft from

And thus beyond all meaſuretoſt and tumbled mſuch and 
ſogreatafflitions, my verie ſoulewas vexed withia me, ſtriuing 
to beſetathbertie from my vnfortunate and fecble bode, paſ- 
ſing vp.and downe I knew not where.

an other of Kkedand haledbackeagaine the diuorſeof my diſcontented and 
Athens, that rkeſome life, fucceſſhuely comforting my perturbed mindeand 
thoughr ita' quailed hart, Somewhat refreſhing and reaſſuring my ſelfe: fil- 
grear labour Jing yp againe my cuacuated and emptie heart, and repleniihing

theſame with his ould cogitations. 

Nowel ſettled my ſclfe more towardes my louely Poa , and 
bound my afteions more ſurely to hir, Being perlwaded 'and 
firmely opinionated,that this fight was a trafice in loue, for ſhew- 
ing that I ſhould dycand loſe my lone. Oh how extreamely did it 
vexemee , Neyther did it refuſe or make reſiſtance toanye 
ſharpe and newe affaulte of loue , which in my ſtroken and 
ſore wounded heart woulde lye feſtering and feeding of hum- 
ſelfe, if 

Andby this time, all lets and hynderances paſt over, aſpati- 
ous and large going out was offered ynto me . Thenby meanes 
ofthe cleere light I was fomwhat comforted, and reaſfſumingand 
grthering together againe my wandering thoughts,and reſtoring 
my proſtrate force, my A and vaknowne yoyage, made 
me to {et out inrunnivg : ſo as the nearer I came to thc doore, 
the. bigger mec thoughtit grewe.

and fo reſolued not to turne backe 'anye more: witha deepe fet 
ſighe, Icalledinto memorie, the pleaſure and delizht that my 
ſences had well neere loſt; for the woorke which I had ſeene 
wasfull.of maruelous woonders , and thinking by what meane T 
was. depriued of them, I called to remembrance the brafen Ly- 
ons,mn Salomons Temple, which were of ſuch fierce countenan-

bled Channels, by their eatenin and furrowed bancke, full of 

Jones, coucred ouer andihadowed with trees , their ſpredding

' Comanes, Adiantus and Cimbalaria , and bearded alſo with dis

Andafter this manner as aforeſayd, this wooddie Countrie 
fhewed it ſelfe, eunironed about with high mountaines as-much as: 
amanmightlookevnto, and the plaine coucredall ouer with a 
fine yarietic of ſundric {weetehearbes, and the deare channels of 
Chariſtaline ſtreames,ſliding downe along the hilles.witha mur- 
muring noyſc into the leauell ally. : 

Adorned andbeautifiedwith the flowring bitter Oliue, Law= 
rell, white Poplar, and Lifimachia, blacke Pople, Alders, and 
wilde Aſhe, | : . 

Vpon the hils grew high Firretrees vnarmed,. and the wee- 
ping Larix, whereon Turpentine is made,and ſuch like. 

When I had'well conſidered of-this ſo fruitfull and ſo com- 
modious a place forcattelapd beaſtsro befeddeinand kept, (for: 
it Tookedas though itwon!d defire a ſhepheardes company ar;d a 
paſtorall ſong)I muſed whatſhould be the occaſion, that ſo com- 


modious a place ſhould lye vninhabited,. And caſting my eyes. 
o this. 


further on forward into the plaine before mee, andleauing 
fore diſcribed place, I niight perceiue a building of Marble, ſhe- 
wing theroefe thereof ouer thetender toppes of the compaſſin 
trees, At theſizhtwhereof, I grew wonderfully gladandin weP 
hope, that thereyet I il:ould ftinde ſome habitationand refuge, 


Tothewhichwithout delaieT haſtined my ſelfe, And being come. 


thereunto, I found a building eight ſquare, with arare and won-- 
derfull fountaine ::-which.was not altogither amiſle,. For as yet T 
had not quenchedjand ſlaked my thicſt, 

This building was eight cornered, ſmall towardesthetopand' 
leaded. Vipon one fide there was placed afaire ſtone ofpure white 
Marble foure cornered, halfas long again as it was broad, which 
htitude as ſuppoſed was ſome fixe foote. 

Ofthis goodly.ſtone were exa@t two litle halfe pillers,, chani- 


fcred with their baſes, holding vp a ſtreight Sime,with agule and . 


adieted denticulature & cordicules,orworke ofharts,with their 
chapters vadera.Trabet, Z ophor and Coromee, ouerthe which 
| was 
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was a trigonal] couteined, inthe fourth part oftheftone ſmooth 
and plaine without any workemanſhip in the tablethereof ſauing 
alitle garland , within the which were two Doues drinking in a 
ſmal veſſel. 

Althe ſpace vnſpoken of incluſiue was cut in andeuacuated, 
betwixt the Pillers the Gulature and ouerthwart Trabet , did 
containe an elegant Cigrued Nimph. And vnder the Syme was 
_— quarter wrought with Thors, Torques, Ballons anda 
Plinth. | 

Which faire Nymphlayeſleeping vpponafolded cloth, lap, 
and wounde vp vnder her head, An other part conuementlie 
brought ouer her, to hide that bare which was womanly & meete 
tobe kept ſecret, Lying vpon her right ſide with that ſubicted 
arme retra&, and her open palme ynder her faire cheeke, where- 
vponſhe reſted her head. 

Theotherarmeat libertie, lying all along ouer herleftloyne, 
ſtretching to the middle of her goodly thigh, By her ſmal teates 
{like ayong maids) in her round breſts did T prowt out ſmal ſtrea- 
mings of pure and cleare freſhwater from the rightbreſt as it had 
beenathreed, but fromtheleftbreſt moſt vehemently. The fall 
of both ofthem, recemued in aveſlel of Porphyrit ſtone, withtwo 
Receptories ioyning togither in the ſame veſlel, ſeperated and 
diſtin from the Nimphſixe foote, ſtanding vppon a conenient 
frame of flint ſtone. Betwixt cither of thereceptories , there was 
another yeſlel placed, in the which the waters did {true togither 
and meetes, running out at the cut andappointed places, inthe 
middle lymbus of their Receptories, which waters comixtout 
of that veſſel, vnladed themſclues into alittle channel ſliding a« 
way , andwhat with oneandwhat withthe other, al the hearbes 
_ flowres adioyning , and about were bountifullye benift- 
ted, 

Thar of the left breſt did ſpin vp ſo high, that it did not weat 
or hinder any that would ſucke or drinke of the water that ſtrea« 
medand ſprung out oftheright breſt, 

And this excellent Image was ſo difinitelye n_——_ 
that I feare mee Prapitiles neuer perfourmed the lyke for 
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Venus,to Nichomides the King of Caria which Idoll he appointed 


tobeadored of his ſubiects,althoughthe beauty therotwere ſuch 
that it mouedthat filthie people to fleſhly concupiſcence, 

But I was perſwaded that the perfeion of the image of Venus 
was nothing to this,for it looked as if a moſt bewtifull Ladyein 
in hirſlcep had beene chaunged into a ſtone, hur hart ſtill panting 
and hir {weete lipps readie to open, as it ihe would not be ſo 
vicd, | | 

From hir head hir looſe treſſes laye wauing vppon the ſup- 
preſſed coucring, fowlded andplited and as it were ſcorning the 
haires of the 1nglomatede cloth, hir thighes of aconucniente 
bignes and hir fleſhie knees ſomwhat bending vpp, aud retract 
towares hir. 

Showing hr ſtreight toes as it were incereating hir fingers 
to handle and ſtreine them, the reſt of hir bodie aunſwerable 
to the perfeRions of theſe ſeuerall proportions. 

And. behind hir the ſhadowing of the leaftye AZemerill or 
Arbut full of ſoft ſmall Apples and fruite, and prettye byrdes 
as yf they had beene chirping and ſinging of hur a ſleep. 

At. hir fect ſtooda ſatire w prurient luſt vppon his gotihe 
feet, his mouth and his noſe ioyning togerher I:ke a gote with 
a beard growinge on either ſides of his chin , With two peakes 
and ſhorte in. the middeſte like Goates hayre , and1n like man- 
ner about his flankes.and his cares, grewe hayre , with aviſage 
adulterated betwixtaimansanda Goates,inſo rareaſort as if the 

excellent woorkman in his caruinge had had preſented ynto 
him. by nature the Idea and ſhapeot a Satire. 
- The ſame Satrre, had forciblie with his lefte hand bentan 
arme of the Arbat tree .ouer theſ{leepic nimphe, as if he would

doubr, tohaſtenmy ſelfe rowards any vnaduiſed aduers accident, 
And that facha monument and warning woorthie of golden let= 
ters, ſhould not beſetin vaine tothem that paſſed by, which was 
Semper f:/tina tarde; Behold ofa ſodaine behinde me,] heard aruſ- 
lingnoyſe, likethe winde or beating ofa Dragons winges.

Their ſhooes com- 
ming {traightly vnder their anckles,with two lappes meeting vp- 
ontheirinſteps,and cloſed faſt eyther with Buttons or claſpes of 
gowldafter a fine manner. Aboue the hemmes of theyr ncther 
carments, there compaſled about inſtced of gardes and imbro - 
dered woorke of hearts, whichnowaudthen blowne vp with the 
gentle ayre,made adiſcoucrieoftheir fine legges,

| Andthen they did wind their Cornettes, thus dooing cue-

And when the Table was chaunged, they altered their mu- 
ficall inftruments , which beeing ceaſed, the ſingersbegan ſo 
heauenly , that it would haue cauſed the Syrens to fleepe, ha- 
uing mixed with their yoyces ſtill windejnſtruments'ot wood, 
ſuchas the Troezein Dardannrneuer invented. 

And by ths appoynted order, there was continually heard 
melodious ſoundes, and pleaſaynt harmonies, fweete con- 
ſortes , with delightfull Muſicke preſcnted;; odoriferons per- 
fumes ſmelt, and ſtately viandes plciitifully feed2 of, And e- 
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euerie thing whatſocuer, without any defe@ofgraceor delighe 
anſwerable, according to the dignitie ofthe place. 

To this firſt princely table, all the veſſels and inſtruments 
togither with the table it ſelfe, were of pure fine Gold, Wher- 
upon there was appreſcnted a Cordiall confeQion, and as I 
could coniecture, it was made of the ſcraping of Vnicornes 
horne, Date ſtones and Pearle, often hette, and quenched and 
pownded ſmall, Manna, Pineapple kernels, Roſe water, Musk 
and Lyquid, Golde, in aprecious compoſition by weight, and 
made Loſenges with fine Sugar and Ainylum. | 

This was eaten without any drinking vponit, and itwas a 
Confetionto prohubiteall Feuers, and to driue away Mclart- 

choly wearines. 

This being done in a moment, all things were taken yp and 
remoued, the Violets caſt ypon theground,and thetablebare. 
Andaſlooneas this was dene, the table was laide againe coue- 
red with cloth of Talaſike, andalſo thewayters, and as at the 
firſt, there was caſt ypon them the ſweete flowers of Cedars, 
Orenges, and Lymons, and ypon that, they did appreſent in 
veſſels of Beryl, andof that precious ſtone was the Queenes 
table (except theskinking pottes which were all ofpure fine 
Gold) fiue Fritters of palte of a Saffron colour, and cruſted 
ouer withextreeme hotte Roſe water, and fine pownded Su- 
gar, and then againe caſt ouer with musked water,and withhne 
Sugar like froſt vpon Iſe. Theſe Seruices of a moſtpleaſant 
taſte, and of ſundry faihions were laidin thus. The firſt,in oyle 
of the flowers of Orcnges. The ſecond, inoyle of Gilliflow- 
ers. The third, in oyle of the flloures of Geſlamin, The fourth, 
in purcOyle of Beniamin, 

And the laſt,in the oyle of Muske and Amber. And when we 
hadweltaſted and eaten of the ſame deleable meat, there was 
deliucred to vs a goodly cup of the aforcnamed Beryl,with his 
couer, and couered ouer thatalſo with a thinne Veyle of filke 
and Gold, curiouſly folded into the fourme of a Canapie, the 
ends caſt ouer the ſhoulders of the bearers, and hanging down 
their backe,

away, and the ſweete flowers caſt vpon thepauement, there 
was forthwith ſpreda cloth of murry {ilke and carnation: with 
Roſes white, redde, Damaske, Muske, and yealow caſt yppon 
the ſame, And preſcatly new wayters brought in (apparre!- 
led1nthe ſame colours) fixe pieces of breadcur for every one, 
toſſedand dreſſed withrefined marrow, ſprinckled ouer with 
Roſe water, Saffron, and the iuice of Orenges, tempering the 
taſteand gildedoucr, andwith themſixepieces of pure man- 
chet wereiet downe, And next vnto them a confeRion, of 
the inice of Lymons tempered with fine Sugar , the ſeedes of 
Pines, Roſe water, Muske, Saftron, and choyce Synamon, and 
thus were all the ſawces made with conuenient gradation and 
deljuery.

At the ſcuenth chaunge, they brought ina ſumpteous ta- 
ble of white Luory, bordered,trayled, and finely wrought with 
many {mall pieces vpou the precious wood of Aloes, andioy- 
ned & glued togither, and fromone ſide tothe other, wrought: 
with knottes and foliature, flowers, vellelles, monſters, little. 
Birdes,and the ſtrikes and caruings filled yp with ablack paſte 
and mixtureof Amber and Muske, This mee thought was a 
moſt excellent thingand ſumpteous breathing out, a moſt de- 
lightful ſweet (mel. The cloth white and ſubtily wrought with 
drawne worke with Sattenfilke, the ground powdered and fil- 
led, and the worke white and plaine, with the repreſentation of 
ſhapes, byrdes, beaſtes, and flowers, and in like ſort the appa- 
re] of the wayters, The flowers Lady ſteale, Rape, Violet, 
and all ſortes of ſweete Gilliflowers. And thus there varied 
eucrie where ſuch diuerſitieof ſineJles, ſeuerally brought in, 
and ſo.delighfull to the ſences, as I cannot ſufficiently ex- 
pretle. | 

Then therewas 2inen to cucrie one a confetion in three 
morſels of the ſhell, fiſh, DaAilus, with-Piſtacke, Nut kernels 
powndedandputinto Roſe water and Sugar, of thellandes, 
and/Muske and leafe Golde, beaten and adulterated therwithy 
that euerie piece taken vp , ſeemed as if it had beene all 
Gold. | 

The velleis were of Tacynth, and thetabie circulare, An 
apt and conuenient ſtone to ſo excellent difpofition and roy= 
all board and ſtraunge banquets, ſuche as before wereneuer 
heard of. 

After the taking away of theſe — Ny 
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andthe flowers caſt downe vpon the pauement ina princely 


magnificence, there was preſently brought ina great veſlell of 


Cold full of kindled coales , into the which the table cloathes, 
napkins and towelles of filke were throwne , whiche preſently 
burned light, and after that beeing taken out and coolcd,they 
were whole, vnhurt andcleane,as at the firſt, Andthis yet was 
the wonderfull ſtraungelt of all the reſt. And then the tables 
and frames were taken downeand carried away. - 

Which moſt excellent order and fightes, the more that I 
carefully indeuoured to conſider of them, the more ignorant 
and amazed I founde my lelte, 

. - Butin all thinges aſfuredly I did takegreat pleaſure with 
my intended admiration, inſeeing of ſuch, fo great, plentitul], 
and tryumphant ſumpteouſnes, of ſo incredible coſtly a ban- 
ker, that it is better to holde my peace then not to ſpeake ſuf- 
ficiently inthereport thereof, For thatthe bankets of Sic:/ia 
beinrefped but beggerly, andſo werethe ſtately Ornaments 
of Artales, The Corinthian veſlels, the dainties of Cipres, and 
Saliarie ſuppers. 

_ Yetnorwithſtanding ſo fupreameand exceſfiue alacritie, 
and cordiall deltefarion, and thatonely and extreeme pleaſure 
{occafioned by fuch and ſo vnexpeRed delightes )- by oneof 
thoſe three which in the laſt chaunge attended, was quayled, 
ouerthrowne, interrupted , lamed, intercepted and made 
vaine, Forſhee did repreſent inher behauiour, the ſweet ie- 
{ture and reſemblance of Pola, ſtirring vp by themin me ſtea- 
lingregardes. | 

This was no ſmall hinderancevnto mee, inthe takyng of 
thoſe pleaſant dainties and princelyrefe&tion. Yet notwith- 
{ſtanding my eyes would now and then with much adoo, bee- 
withdrawne to beholde the bewtie of the Tewels and precious 
ſtones, ſparkeling andgliſtering in euerie place, in ſuch diuver- 
fities of ſtraunge and vnſeenegloriouſnes and conſpicuous de- 
coraments, as if they had alloughta ductie to her , whichmade 
mee with an immoderate deſire, to behold the correſpondency 
of her excellent bewtic, On 
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Laſtly, in ſuche order and ſorte, as aforeſaide, the tables 
beeing taken away, I hung downe my heade, becauſe that I 
might not followe after thelaſt mackates which Ihad loſt by 
minding of her thatmimſtred, - FE 

- Thenfirſt beforethe facred Maeſtie androyall perſon of 
the Queene, andaiterwards to vs, fiue fixre Nymphes appa=»

Thenuddlemoſt of them didbearea braunch of coorrall,

tayne, which was the couer of an old faſhioned veſlcllofpure 
2old, in forme ofa Challyce, as highagayneas the couerand 
the tree of coorrall, full of curious. workmanſhippe and leafe 
worke, neuer made in our age,nor the like feene, 

; Betwixt the gracylament of the foate and the cuppe,it was 
kaitte together with a handle: of ineſtmable workemanihip, 
and in lyke manner the foote and the bowle were of an excel- 
lent anaglyphie of foliature, monſters and byformed. Scyl- 
lules, ſo exquiſitely expreſſed, as could be imboſſed, chaſed, 
or ingrauen by proportionate circulation, 

And the mordycant couer ofthe ſame was thicke fet with 
incomparable 1ewelles : and in lyke ſorte all the bafe and 
A whereas conuenjencie requyred:, and glyſtering as:

Vpponthe braunches ofthe coorrall;, there wereartifici=: 
ally fette certayne open flowers with fiue leaues, ſome of Sa-

Which yoong woman renerently bowing tothe earth with 
herright knee, reſeruing the other ſtillvp, whereuppon ſhee 
helde this couer-of coorrall , which alfo belides the flowers, 
had yppon the pointes and toppes of other twigges or ſprouts 
curiouſly infixed monſtrous greatpearle. An other of them. 
had a cuppe full ofpretious lyquor, better then that which the

Andthere werereſtored agaynethe balles of golde before 
mentioned. 

Vppon this appeared an other maruellous woorke, that 
was a perpetuall running fountaiae artificially deuyſed of the 
aforeſaid matter, but of an other notable faihionand worke- 
manſhippe, founded vpponan immoucableaxeltree, vppon 
the which ewowheeles turned about, | 

Aboue thewhich ſtood an vnequal quadrature three foot. 
long,twotoot broad,and ſix foote high. 

Incuery angular part did fit a Harpie with both her winges 
extendedand ſtretched vp to thebreadth of a higher vellell, 
ſtanding vp vppon the middeſt of the meaſured quadrangule, 
 coronizedat theextreme and vypper parts, and beautified with 
chanclling and foliature;circumueſting the lower part. 

And vppon euerie {ide the ſame diuided into three, the 
middle parte betwixt the fall of the waters intercepted, did 
contayne in halfe bodyes carued, a tryumph of Satyres and 
Nymphes , with Trophees, and:exquyſite a&ions, excepte 
the fore-part and hinder parte moderately ſinuated and bent: 
in, Thewhichin'ſteade of{quadred lyneament, did contayne 
aroundneſſe waned' betweene, inthe which wasmarucllouſly 
ingrauen a little ſacrifice with an olde. Aultar on cyrher ſides, 
with manic figuresandactions, the reſt that was voyde, the 
tayles of the foreſayde Harpyes ioyning togeather, and 
turningheereandrhercintoleaucs, did:excellently'couerthe 
ſame. | ut 1 dfo vir ontes)s: o Fr 
_ - Outofthe medyan center of the equature and quadran- 
oule afore ſpecified and deſcribed out of an antyketolyature, 
did ryſe vp an olde. faſhioned vellell, and verie bcaurifull, 
the cyrcuite whereof did not exceede the content of the qua- 
drangulate playne, /and this with-all the. relt of the; woorke, 
and cuerie proportionate diſquilition, tryall, and examinati= 
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on , both.in the higheſt breadth and tAickneſſe, with moſte 
conuenient veſleling lineamentes , diligently"delymated and 
fyled,, and then finiihed withanablolute and depolyte defor- 
mation. 

Thewhich out of the ſuppreſſed orifice thereof did af. 
cend vpan other dallowervilleh , the compaſle whereof did 
exccedethe aforcſaide ſubie& veſle!l furrowed and channel- 
ledround about, ofa great breadthand large brymmes ſo wel 
faihoned, as is poſſible for any gold{mith to beate out with bis 
hammer, | 

In the center poynt whereof did: riſe and mount an other 
vefſell ofincredibleworkemanſhip. .'- - -- | 

In the bottome of which thirde there were ſmall ridges 
{wclling outwardes;- the. coppes of chem. compaſſed about 
witharow of diuerfc ineſtimable ſtones,bearing out and diffe- 
ringin colours, as beſt might content the eye of a curious La« 
pidarie and skilfull vnderſtanding. 

Vppon the ſame on eyther ſides was made a heade of 
a monſter, from the which on both: bandes did ;proceede 
the garniſhing thereof in an exquyſite and moſt rare worke 
of leaues, inueſting the ſame about with the congreſle of 
the oppolſyte heade, and finely. gracing that parte of the 
vellelI. | Ws 

Andinthe bearing out of the lippe ofthe veſlell ouer the 
perpendicular poynt of the heade there was faſtened arynge, 
from the which yppon eyther ſides there hung downe a gar= 
land of braunches; leaues, lowers, and fruites growing big- 
ger towardes the middeft, witha perpolyte bynding to eyther 
IMZCS, 

*Ouer the middle bcnding of the garland, and vnder the 
proieure ofthe lyppe of the veileil, therewas fixed and pla- 
ced the head ofan olde man, with lis beard and haire of his 
nead transformed intanettle leaues, and out of whole mouth 
guihed out the water of the fountayne by art continually 
anto the hollownes of the broad yellel] vader this. | 

Vpponthemouth ofthis laſt deſcribed veſſel} did mount 
vppe a pretyous hyll maruellouſly corgelt , and. framed 
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ofingumerableroundepretious rocke ſtones cloſing onewith 
another vnequally, asifnaturehad 10yned them growing, ma« 
kingarounde compoſed hill, beautifully gliſtering of dyuerſe 
{ortes and colours inaproportionate bignes. 

Andaloft vppon the toppe ofthis little hill, there grewe a 
fine pomgranate tree, the body, boughes and fruite made all 
of golde,the leaues of greene Smaragde. The fruit of theyr na- 
turall bigneſle heereand there aptly placed , their ſides cut 0- 
pen, andin place of kernelles they were full ofmoſt perfee 
Rubyes,as biggeas the kernels. | 

 Afﬀterthar, theingenious Artificer wanting no inuention, 
_ ſeperated the graynes in ſteade of the fylme with filuer 
oyle, 

And moreouer , inother apples, opened, but not rype, 
hee redoubled the thickneſſe of the' foyle, making the ker- 
nelles of an oryentall colour , ſo alſo hee made the flowers of 
perfect corrall, inthe cuppes full of bees of golde. 

Beſides this, out of the roppe of the hollowe ſteale, lykea 
pype, there came out a turning ſteale, the loweſt part where- 
oft reſted ina heade, framed from the middle trunke or pype 
tuſt ouer theaxeltree. h 

Which ſtealeor ſtypet beeing ſtrongly faſtened, itbare vp 
a veſlellof Topas of anauncient forme, the bowle whereof in 
the bottomewas broad, and ſwelling out with rigges in the 0+ 
pening, rarely bewtified withacoronice , and put vnder with 
another, h | 

In which cloſing and binding together in foure equall di- 
uifions, therewere foure winged heades of alittle childe, with 
foure pipes in their mouthes. | 

Thereſt mounted vp ſo much as the lower bigneſic of the 
veſſellwas, becing cloſed ypat the orifice withan inuerſe tolia- 
ture. Vpponthe whichthere wasplacedan otherveſlel| as it 
were a circular couer ofa moſt curious leafe worke, with a ſmal 
coronice,and an artificiall orifice. 

From the bottome of which there beganne a flouriſhed 
tayle ofa Dolphinfaſtened and ſowldered to the gracylament 


ofthe veſſcll, deſcending downe with his heade fianed with 


lcaues, to the circujating brymme of the vellcll —_— the

The wheeles were haltecoucred with two winges , the 

typpes turning one afte way, andtheother an 
other way, adorned witha chaſing 
of Mermaydes or Scil- 
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This excellentpeece of woorke thus running before ene» 
rie one, and weetiag our handes and feete of an'incredible' 
- fvcetnelle,ſuchas LIneuerhad telt be fore,we dryedour bands, 
and it was carryed away, 

And becing thus ſprinckled with this rare and maieſticall 
water, the wayters with great reucrence preſented vnto the 
Quzcne firſta great cuppe of golde, and her highneſleaffably 
{aluting vs, drunke Near, and afterwardes cuerie one of vs 
after other,with reuerent,mutual, and ſolemnehonours done, 
did drinke a moſt pleafaunt farewell and ſhutting vp ofall the 
pretiousdainties that we had taſted and fed vpon. | 

Laſtly,theredolent flowers beeing diligently taken away, 
andallthinges that had beene vſed borne from thence, the 
Paucment remayned pure and ſhining as a molt cleare ſteele 
glaſle, andas it were emulating the pretious iewelles rownde

Andeuericanebceing ſette in his appoynted place, the 
high and mightie Princeſle did commaund a company to come- 

in,and ſtande yppon the diaſper checkers, neuerthe | 
like before ſeene or imagined of anie 
mortall creature.

Beſides that, in truth the many maruels inexcellency, and 
varictie vnhard of, ſo yncoth, rare and ſtraunge vnlikes mefti- 
mable, andnot humane, haue ſo oppreſſed, laden & born down 
my ſences, withthe greedie and exceſ{smue contemplation and 
beholding oftheir variable dinerſities, as that frompoint to 
point Iam no whit ableto deſcribe them, and much eſſe wor- 
thieto publiſh them. 

All andthe moſtthatT can do, istothinkeoftherich ap- 
parrel, exquilite prouifion, curious ereſsings , perfe&tambiti- 
ous and wounding bewties without imperfeCtions,their deepe 
idgements, Acmilian eloquence, & bountie morethenprince-

In which concciuing capacitie , maruellous performance, 
incredible charge and high commendation of the moſt excel- 
lent Artificer, woorthily allowed 1n cucriepartition and cle- 
cant conuention of exquiſite Lineaments.I alſo beheld a mar- 
ucilous twiſted conlignation or coucring of gold-ſmithswork, 
ouer a foureſquareplaine Court, growing vpalike , without 
compariſon like a heauen,witha difpoſite diſtance of many;ſor- 
ted proportions, with ſundry lybellated Dimenſions,ſhadows 
ing ouer the Court, withan Arched Eminence, which was vn- 
der, adorned with coronifed Lyneaments and graaings,there-= 
unto conuenient,as Faſheols, Gululles,and Oualling, and the. 
leaues of Achanthus, licking vp as it were in the corners of the 
quadranguled Court: With Rofes and the growing order of 
their leaues, the top leate leaſt, their iaggings abour the leaues, 
and ſpace betweeneleafeand leafe. Ai] thinges coucred with 
pure fine gold and Azurecolour, with djuers other proporti- 
ons and counterfetsof fubſtance,cqual with their workeman- 
jhip. The roofing of Salances King of Colchis, may not com- 
are with this. 

Thenthedelightful freitfulnes of the ſet hedges, Orchards, 
watered Gardens, iprinzing Foumaines, current {treames in 
Marble Channelles , conteined , framed, and heldin, withan 
incredible Art, greene Hearbes, fiijl freſhe and flowering, 
a ſweete ayre, warme and ſprinz' windes , with a confuſed 
. charmeoffingingavd chirpiog birdes, a pure, faireand bright 
airc,and ſtil continuing temperate and healthful! ,country tree 
a, at R< 3 from 
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from dangeraud cicane, No craggy norrockiec places,nipt and 
blaſted with ſharpe windes, nor burnt with an vntemperate 
hotte Sunne, but vnderaſweetandpleaſant temperature, ina 
moderate meane re1oycing, betwixt two extreemes, the fields 
fruitfuland withouttillage and manuring,yeeldingall commo- 
cities, warmehilles, greene woods and ſweet coole ſhadowes, 
Alſothe ineſtimable furniture, the attendant houſholde 
and great number, their excellent ſeruice, the diuerſitie of 
youthes, andallin the prime of their yeares.

For whichcauſe, and for the greater ſettingout of the ex- 
ceſſe and abounding excellency, beyond all thereſt of her roy- 
all magaificence, eucry oneſitting in their placeafter the mira- 
culous, wonderful, and ſumptcous bankert,withourany delaic, 
ſhe commandeda game to beplayd by parſonages, not onehe 
woorthie the beholding, bur of eternall remembrance, which 

wasa gameat Cheſlezin this ſort as followeth, oo

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By the cntraunce of the curtainethere came in thirty two 
Nymphes, whereoflixteene were apparrelled in cloth of gotd 
(eyght vmifornally without difference of degrees) afterwards 
one of thoſe ſ1xteene was apparrelled in princely robes Ilykea 
King, andtheotherlyke a Queene, with two towcr-keepers 
or Rookes, as weetearme them , two counſel|-keepers or Sc= 
cretaries, weetearme them Biſhappes,and two Knights.

The Muſicke beganne vppon a ſodayne with arare inuen- 
tion to ſounda charge with a pleaſaunt concord, participating 
togeather alweete and thundering melodie , hawng in it ade- 
uine furie, _ Fe! 

At the meaſured ſounde and time of the Muſicke. vppon 
their checkers, as it pleaſed the King to commaund, the pawns 
turning them(clues witha decent reuolution , honouring the 
Kingandthe Qucene, leapt vppon an other checker before 
them. 

The Kingofthe white men, his muſicke ſounding, com- 


. maunded her forward that ſtoodebefore the Queene, and the

The Caſtle-keepers or Rookes might paſſe ouer manic 
checkers ſtreight on as they pleaſed at commaundement , ſo 
that they might goc one, two, three, foure, or fiue checkers, 
keepingamealure, and not ſtaying in their march, 
" TheKing mightgoe vponaniechecker if none were in it, 
. or backeward, and cauſe any other toremoouctorhim, and 
makehimroome, 

The Queene might goe any way, bur it is beſt when ſhee is 
neareher husband on euery fide, - 

And when ſocuer the officers of eyther of the Kings ſhall 
finde one without guarde of helpe, they take her priſoner, and 
both kiffing one another, ſhe thatis ouercome and taken,gocth 
foorth and ftandeth by,

Plauſe, vntillthe Kingofthefiluer Nymphes was victour and 
conquerour, ' | 

This folemne ſport, what withrefiſtance flying backe, and 
ſcconding of one an other, with ſuch a meaſured circuſarion, 
reuerence, pauſe, and modeſt continencie, endured the ſpace 
ofan hower , whereat I tookeſuch pleaſure and delyght, that 
I imagyne (ard not amyſſe)) that I was rapt vpon the fo- 
daine from the liking of the ſportes of Olympus to a newe 
felicitie, 

This firſt game beeing ended, and conqueſt obtayned, all 
retourned into theyr accuſtomed places , and in hike winner 
as at thefarſt, ſo the ſecond tine euerie one in theyr appoyn- 
ted checkers, the Muſicke chaunging-theyr meaſure, fo the 
moouings and geſturesof the players werealtered, 

And obſerumgthetime of the muficke 1n a conuenient or- 
der, and approoucd geſtureand arte, that it was noncedeto 
commauad or ſay any thing. 

Bur the cunning and experte Nymphes, with-theyr plenti- 
full treſſes effuſcd oner theyr delicate thoulders hung wauing, 


and in theyr motion forwardes would {trearne out at my. 
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ſomewhat ſhewing their backes , about their heades wearing 
Garlandesand Crownes of Violets. And whenany onewas 
taken, they lifted vp their armesand clapt handes, Thus play- 
ing andcourſing vp and downe, the firſt continued ſtill con- 

querour. | 

Inthelaſtgameand daunfing, they becing all returned to 
their diſtributed places, the Muſicke againe founded a mea- 
ſure phrygiall inas perfect and prouoking furie as cuer 31ar- 
cias of Phrygiainuented, | 

The Kiogin robes of Colde, cauſed the yoons Damo- 
ſell that ſtood before the Queene, tomarche forwarde to the 
third Checker, dire in the firſtremooue, whereuponim- 
mcdiately there was ſeene abattaile and Torney,with ſo [wift 
and ſodaine forces , bending themſeJues to the groundeas it 
were lying cloſe vpon their Garde, and preſently vpon itca- 
pering vp with aturne twiſeaboue ground, one uſt oppoſite . 
againſt an other, and ypon their downe come withall a turne 
ypon the toethriſeabout, 

All this A&onthey didatone time, withſuchagrace and 
agilitie, as nothing could be better, with their lowe 1nclinati- 
tions,high Capers and Turnings, without afteQation of ſtray, 
ning, as it ſhould ſeemewith facilitic and careles caſeat plea- 
ſurcand ſweeteieſtures, as inſuch athing may bee imagined, 
and not elſc where to bee ſeene. Neuer any onetroubling an 
other, but who ſo was takenpriſoner, didpreſently kiſſe their 
Canquerour, and voyded the yu. Andtheleſlernumber 
that there was, the more pleaſureit was to percciue the polli« 
cics of either ſides to ouercome other. 

Andſuchan order and motion was vſedof cuerie one, ina 
commendable ſort without fault, as the meaſure and timeof 
the Muſike appointed, ſtirryng euen them that looked on to 
haue amotion in their ſinowes and mindes to doo the lyke, 
there was ſuch aconcord and agreement betwixt natureand + 
the Muſike eſpecially , ſecing the performance of the ſame in 
the actions cfothers, 

Vponthis occaſion I was mouedto call to remembrance 
the force of Timothens, the moſt cunning muſitian, who with 

his voice and meaſure vppon his Inſtrument would ay 
S the 
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the great Macedonian Alexazder, violently to take Armes, 
and preſcnr]y altering his voyceand tune, to torget the ſame, 
and{it downe contentedly, In this third game, thy apparrel- 
icd in gold did triumphin the viRtoritie, 

' Thus hononurably with exceeding pleaſure and great ſo- 
lace, this ſumptcous feaſt becing ended, cucric one framed 
themſclues to ſit downe. And Iryſing vp, madereuerence be- 
fore the Royal! feate of her ſacred maieſtie, and kneelyvg 
downe vpon my knee, ſhe thus ſaid ynto me. 

Poliphilus, forget now, and wype out of thy remembrance 
all forepaſſcd griefes , occarſiue troubles, penſiue conceites, 
and ouergone daungers , becaufe that I am aſſured of thy 
forthwith full contentment of deſire, 

And ſeeing that thy determination is toperſcuere reſo- 
tutcly in the amorous flames and loue of Pola, I thinke it 
convenient, that for the recouerie thereof, thourepaire to the 
three Portes , which are the refident places of the high and 


mightie Queene Telo/a, in which place ypponencric of thoſe 


Porres and Gates, thou ſhalt ſee her tytleand name inſcrypr. 
Readit diligently, bur for thy better dire&ion and ſafegarde, 
thou ſhalt haveto accompany thee, two of my handmaydes, 
which know verie well the way thither, and therefore go on 
vndoubtedly with a happie ſucceſle. Sl 

And thereuponwith aprincely bonntie, lie drew of from 
her finger a Ringof gold, hauing ſet mit an Anchit, and deli- 
nered it vnto metoremember her bountieby, | 

- At thisaduiſe andprecious gift , I became amphaſiatike, 

not knowing what'to faie or doo, in requitall or giuing of 
thankes. Which her Highnes perceming, motherly and with 
a naturall promptnes ina maieſtical grauitie, turned /her coun- 
tenance to twonoble and goodly Nymphes, attendingneere 
vnto her Royatll andimperiall Throne , ſaying thus to one of 
themvponher right ſide; |

Let vs goe a little while' to an other garden no lefſe plea- 
fanf ioyning to the glaſſe garden , vppon the right ſide of 
tie Pallas : and when wee were come in thither , I was a- 
mazed with exceſſive wondering , to ſee the curiouſneſle of 
the worke ; as vnealie to report as vncredible to belecue: 
xquiuolant with that of glafſe, wyth lyke diſpoſition of 
benches or bankes ; theyr lyppes ſee out with coronifing and 
golden ground worke, and fuch trees , but that the boxes 
and Cyprus trees, were all filke , ſauing the bodies and grea- 
ter branches, or the ſtrength of che armes : the reſt, as the 
leaues, flowers, and outermoſt rynde , was of fine (ilke, 
wanting no ſtore of Pearles to beautifie the ſame : and che 
perfe& fine collour, ſmelling as the glaſle flowers before menti- 
oned,and alike, but that they about compaſſing walles,of mer- 
uailous and incredible fumpteouſneſle , were all couered 0- 
uer with a cruſting of Pearle., cloſe ioyned and fer toge- 
ther : and towardes the toppe, there ſprouted our greene 
yatic , the Icaues thickning and buſhing out from the Pearles, 
vvith the ſtringes. and veines of golde, running vppe in di- 
uers places betwixt the Pearles, in a moſt rare and curious 
ſort, as if it had beene very growing yuic , with berries of 
precious ſtones ſette in the ſtalkes in little bunches: and in 
the buſhes were Ringe-doues of filke , as if they had beene 
feeding of the berries, all along the fides of the ſquare ploe- 
eed garden walles : ouer the which , in maſter-like and re- 
quiſite order , ſtretched out the beameZophor and of golde.

By cuery of the Arches,was an Aulter of red Porphirite,cu- 
rioully proportioned with exquiſite lyneaments ; and vppon e- 
uery one of them was placed, anrimage of golde, like a Nymph, 
of rare and beautifull ſemblances, diuerſly apparelled, and vary- 
ing in theyr attyre and heade drefling , cucry one bending their 
eyes towards the Center of the garden. 

 Inwhich middle Centricke place, there was founded a Baſe, 
of a cleere Chriſtal-like Calcedonie ſtone, in a Cubic forme: 
that is,cucry way a like ſquare. And vppon that was ſet a round 
ſtone, but flatte vppon both ſides, two foote high, and by the 
Diameter,one pace and a halfe ouer, of moſt pure red Diaſpre.
